Wells says, or sonu'how outside the 
common courso, refuse to go on the 
fatal journey. 'i hose curl up Into 
hardly living balls of fur and, after 
a long winter .-leep under the snow, 
eventually And their Any up Into tho 
mountnlDS. Thus the race L preserved 
from absolute extinction.

Development Will Bring Radio MoViet

Wet or Dry Seaton Cannot be Deter 
mined by Moon's Position 
It la no sign of rain when tim horn.s 
of a ne>w’ moon are turned dowowank 
says tho Weather Bureau of the Unit¬ 
ed Slates Department of Agriculture. 

The position of tho lunar crescent 
depends upon tho angle that tho 
moon’s path makes with tho horizon 
of tho earth. Ou ilio same day. thu 
position of the crescent is the saiuo in 
nil places liaving the samo latitudo. If 
this weatlier sign wero trustworthy, 
llio same kind of w'cather would pro 
vail on any given date throughout u

around the earth. It is Incuiioeivablo 
that Buch uniformity of weather should 
exist. 

Near tho equator tho young moon 
never makes an angle of more than 30 
degrees with the horizon aud It la 
usually in an even moru nearly horl 
zontnl position. In other words, the 
moon would bo always n dry ono In 
tropical regions, according to thu 
W'cathcr nlgn. Tropical regions nro 
notorious as regions of heavy rainfall. 

In the arctic and antarctic regioDS. 
the moon always makes an angle of 
less than 26 degrees to tho vertical. 
Therefore, the moon in those regions, 
according to the weather sign, would 
always be a wet one. However, the 
lK>]ar regions receive such a small pre¬ 
cipitation that they rank as arid re¬ 
gions.
